That apparently was the 
reason bdiind the postponement 
yesterday of the trial of 11 Ma- 
oists charged with assaulting 
police officers. 

The charges resulted from â 
police raid Sunday on the Pro- 
gressive Books 'and Periodicals 
bookstore, located at the comer 
of Paric Avenue and Fahmount 
Street. 

Accordhig to the police reports, 
the eleven accused pelted them 
with books and chairs hi a bloody 



free-for-all. 

The police allegedly entered the 
premises with a warrant to ■ 
search for dynamite. No dynamite 
was found, however. 

The Orst of the trials agamst 
the accused began Thursday, with 
four police officers takuig the 
stand. 

One of the eleven Maoists, 
Morris Lemire, was arrested 
outside the courtroom and charg- 
ed with threatenhig to kill a po- 
lice officer. 

Lemire, a former Shr George 
Williams UiWersity student, was 
expelled as a result of the Feb-

However, he never had the op- 
portunity, as the cases against 
both August and his fellow-ac- 
cused were remanded.

Soon, however, the meeting be- 
came a debate between the sup- 
porters and critics of the report, 
not on what the report suggested, 
but rather the way it was present- 
ed. 

Leadmg the attack on the report 
were Robert Vogel, Chairman of 
the History Department, and 
Geography Professor Trevor 
Lloyd. 

Dr. Vogel termed the worMngs 
of the Task Force a "military 
operation", objccthig to the fact 
that the faculty was not consult- 
ed about budgetary cuts relative 
to them. ' 

'They just cut, money without 
giving any thoughts to priorities," 
he said. 'They went at it like 
undertakers during an epidemic." 

Dr. Bell explained that the 
Task Force was histitutcd by ex- 
Principal H. Rocke Robertson hi 
May after it became evident that 
Quebec did 'hot grant enough 
money for the I97&-71 budget. 

"When the task force presented 
its report to me, we moved as 
fast as we could to hiform the 
staff of the University," BeU.said. 
"Perhaps we weren't quick 
enough, but we are now bavhig the 
consultation everyone is taUdng 
about." 

Professor Lloyd, charged, how- 
ever, that the committee was not 
really a task force.' "This was 
an hiside job," he clauned. "The 
people who wrote thb are the 
same people ^^o have always 
made Uie budgets, masquerading 
as a task force." 

Dr. H.G. Dion, Dean of the 
Faculty of Agriculture, charged 
that he was not consulted at all 
when the Task Force was con-' 
sidering its- recommendation to 
move Macdonald College to the 
mabi campus. 

Dion clahned that when he 
questioned the recommendation. 



Community radio postponed to '7 1

Community radio faded bito the sunset yesterday . 
with the announcement by Radio McGiU that it may 
not be broadcasthig;over FM until somctune m 1971. 

The station originally received a Board of Gover- 
nors grant last October to establish the FM station 
and subsequently applied for a licence to the Canadian 
Radio and Television commission. 

: Although the application was sent hi last'February. 
station officials.leamed only, in]July that.the station 
did not meet technical requh^ents.:The CRTC tech- 
nical committee claimed that the new station would 
interfere with CBC channel sbc TV programmtog. 

The next scheduled meeting of the CRTC is in Oc- 
tober, but Radio McGill's new specifications will not 
be ready by then. 

Due to a CRTC regulation that local applicants take 
precedence' over outside applicants, the November 
hearings hi Wmnipeg are not likely see the licence 
granted. 

Meetings of the CRTC after November have not yei 
been scheduled. 

Richard Adams, a member of the committee seek- 



big to obtahi the licence for Radio McGill, said the 
FM Station would be unique hi Montreal. 

The new station, call letters CHOC-FM, hitends 
to maintahi an 80 percent to 20 percent ratio between 
student and community broadcasting. 
- Anyone will be able to use the facilities free, sta- 
tion organizers said. 

The scheme will be fhianced by Students' Council 
, and by private subscriptions. 

Although the FM station will be hidependent from 
the University and the Shidents* Society^Cmihcil has 
already pledged 119,000, pending the granthig of a 
licence. 

Radio McGill spokesmen expressed the hope that 
the new station will broadcast vàat the community 
wants to hear, and also bridge the gap between the 
broadcaster and the listener. 

Stations of this kind have met with success in se- 
veral large cities: WBAI hi New York, KPFA'in Los 
Angeles andKPFK hi Berkeley have all met with suc-- 
cessbitheircities. 

CHOC-FM officials say that the station will be the 
first of its kind hi Canada. 



he was told that there was "a 
necessity for confidentiality." 

"There is no role left for a 
Dean," Dr. Dion charged, "if he 
can't be consulted about a matter 
such as this." 

Maxwell Cohen, professor of 
law, objected, to the faulthig of the 
University' for havhig to cut ex- 
penses. He charged that the Que- 
bec Education Department's dis- 
crimination of McGill hi granthig 
funds was responsible for the 
necessity for expense cuts. 

"How do we get the sense of 
fairness to. the civil servants and 
the Quebec government?" Cohen 
queried. "We accepted the policy 
of "rattrapage" at the beginnhig, 
because we agreed that University 
of Montreal and the other French 
Universities needed a lot of help 
hi enlarghig theur facilities. 

"By 1966 we reaUzed that we 
were gettmg |700 to $1000 less 
per student than the Unhrersity of 
Montreal on a permanent basis," 
Cohen continued. "The Education 
Department claimed we had other 
uicomes, but it deducted gifts 
from the private sector from our 
overall grants," charged Dr. Co- 
hen.

Had the parcelj.l)eeniai^^ 
to Roberts, càrè']pf;(^Bobkstorè, 
the pick-up wo^djiwe taken pla- 
' ce with no questioriTaskcd, since 
it would have been claimed as a 
"personal order". Orders of this 
type are handled frequently. 

The RCMP was called in and 
an agent was placed on the prem- 
ises for several .days. However, 
the story was carried on local te- 
levision the day of the seizure, 
and no arrests resulted. 

Police officials have handed the 
shipment over to their drug autho- 
rity, and it will eventually be

The balance was. spent on ar- 
chitects' fees and a management 
contract, he added. 

According to the Vice-Presi- 
dent the loan is costing the Stu- 
dents' Society $16,000 a year in 
interest.

ciation, has charged that this 
year's Students'. Society has 
"racist tendencies:'. 

llosang was smarting from the 
decision, made at .Wednesday 
night's Council' meeting to cut 
the budget for the^ISilxby;; more 
than $3,000 to make ' all ihtèma- 
tion clul» balance their budgets. 

"I realize that we're in a tight . 
financial position this year," he 
said, "but I think the council 
members must to look at where 
they're placing their prioriUes*'. 

The tightening purse strings 
this year will have one very 
concrete effect on the ISA - the 
traditional three-day Internatio- 
nal Festival will not go on this 
year. 

Last year's Festival, ^ich 
piled up a deficit of $1^00, fea- 
tured several international din- 
ners, fashion shows, a IVIardi 
Gras night, a folk concert, a dis- 
cotheque, and a series of art and 
handicraft exhibitions. The budget 
for the event was about $3,800. 

"What we tried to do through 
the FestW^iwo^tOi promote cul- . 
tural ihtêmtioh^lL's' not essen- 
tially a money-making~ affair," 
Hosangsaid. 

"And things which don't make 
money," he went on, "don't inter- 



est theStudents'Socie^." 

"They tell us we can have the 
Festwal if we raise the money for 
it ourselves." Hosang said. "But 
just how do they expect us to do 
that?" 

"We could turn uito something 
like the MSEA - a commercial 
outfit with culture as our prod- 
uct." 

"But if we don't do that - and 
we won't - then we really haven't 
got any alternative." 

All the really big sources of 
revenue, he argued, arc sewed up 
by the Students' Society. For 
example, if the ISA held a rock 
•concert in the Union ballroom, 
all the proceeds would go the 
Students* Society, which has do- 
zens of other activities drawing 
funds from it. 

"The only conclusion you can 
take from that," Hosang said, "is 
that the Council doesn't take the 
foreign student seriously. It's a 
really demeaning thuig to have to 
ask them for money - they make 
you feel like you're begging." 

With no Festival to work on this 
year, Hosang predictsjthat^the bi- 
temational dubs'willjbecome mo- 
re politically acUvc^^^Forieign 
sutdents are gohig to stairt fitt- 
ing for thehr rights." he said. 

"The tradition of McGill as a 
cosmopolitan university is being 
torn down," he concluded.

Yesterda/s-Senate^meéting added UtUe the intense debate 
on the budget cuts proposed by the Task Force. . • • 

The meeting did, howéyer^réyieal a growing niood of dissent 
among a broad-based group of academics. 

This group is engaged in a struggle to regain most of the power 
the big-gun Vice-Principals had acquired when Senate and McGUI were 
under attadc from radical forces. 

A .couple of years bade Senators were exposed to a brief but in- 
tense prise de conscience' brought on by the dramatic Haj^y-Hyman- 
Foster drive to change the university. , 

Senate chose to respond defensively; this era saw a good number 
of liberal-mfaided Senators malce strange alliances with Uie arch-con- 
servatives. 

This polarization strengthened the conservatives; enough to allow 
the Admhiistrative mandarins lUce Stanley Frost and Rà)ert Shaw 
to slowly consolidate their positions. 

The mistalte that the administration made was letting this get to 
their heads - in trying to substitute the once-effective Stanley Gray 
bogey-man with that of the Quebec government. 

But it isn't worldng, at least as far as. power distribution within 
McGillgoes. - ^ 

There arc great sectors of the academic community - both on and 
off the downtown campus -who were offended by the heavy-handed task 
force procedures, particularly the lack of consultation with the 
university community in drafting the proposals. 

. Historian Robert Vogel and Geographer Trevor Lloyd attacked 
the Task Force's approach to the enthe matter, as placing "account- 
ing over academic considerations." Vogel claimed the administrators 
confronted the problem "with the relish of undertakers during an 
epidemic." Others stressed the elitism of bringing in only leading 
administrators, deans, and university financiers. 

The Dean of Agriculture and Vice-Principai for IVIacdonald. Harty 
Dion, electarified observers with the clahn that he wasn't even told 
of the decision to eliminate his college until this month because of 
"the néed for confidentiality." Economist Sidney Ingermann deplored 
the lack of financial information available to the community: Man- 
agement Dean Harold Ross answered that there was enough infor- 
mation for him. 

The Task Force ignored the university community when it sat 
down to evaluate priorities and select victims. They compounded 
this omission with their generous one-hour preview of the proposals 
for faculty - a full hour before the whole world heard the news. 

The Vice-Principal failed to get their proposed cuts on the road 
to passage during the first half of the meeting. So after a rejuvenating 
coffee-break one of them got up to propose Prof. Lloyd's motion 
to form a coronUtteejyrith students and faculty to discuss both long 
and short-range measures. \ 

The Vice-Principals defending their report sounded like con- 
servative administrators a few years back fighting democratization: 
they were more efficient as a small group, they were more qualified, 
and people could discuss the proposals after they came out. 

These men are not making power-plays. But they arc letting 
themselves slip back into their old ways now that most students 
have given up on Senate. 

This is a mistake because the people who really benefitted front ; 
the student power struggle were the members of faculty. Profnsors ' 
have little desire to see a rcK^entralized power structure. 

The key question for the next few weeks is whether the Vice- 
Principals have coK)pted the dissenters with their advocacy of thé v 
Senate-Board of Governors committee to review the budget cuts.

He takes us along his trip to 
the minute core of enei^ and 
matter. No longer does he rdy 
upon technical artiOces to 
achieve structural tategrity. 
He transcends thé act of pahit- 
ing. To percèwe his works is no 
longer to view the many com- 
ponent parts of an eventj_but 
rather to zoom in onftlie^et- 
sence.of one of them an'd 'view 
it as ah event unto itself. 

Bergeron is disorienting. The 
transition from introversion to 
extroversion is a' sudden one. 
When an artist reaches for the 
unit 'components of matter ~ he 
is in part .turning hb view out- 
ward toward the universe. To 
pass from one room to the other 
- and in this instance one en- 
vhonmental state of behig" to 
another - requires only a few 
seconds time. Thus. Bergeron's 
drastic change bi perspedhre is 
speeded up and it almost becomes 
possih'.c to view the world through . 
a tdescope and a mkroscope 
at the same time. 

In one room of the show we 
are merdy lookhig at paintings 
which can be broken up into 
recognisable fragments and 
posing no threat to our partkular 
modes of perception.,,! In ;'^the 
next room we are confronted with 
works of such structural unity 
that any attempt at reduction is 
pointless. Those who choose to 
tune hi to Bergeron and commit 
themsdves. to the envuonment 
which he creates will be rewarded 
with insist into theh: own percep- 
tual process.

You figure that when you put 
Geneviève Bujold and Donald Su- 
therland together on the screen 
you have a good fihn on your 
hands. But Paul Ahnond's latest 
psydio-epic does its best to 
prove otherwise. 

"Act of the Heart" is a fUm^ 
which is designed to put the' 
viewer through emotional calis- 
thenics. It pdts yob with sym- 
bolism, ' drags you through 
catharsis after cathanis and 
leaves you thoroughly jellied 
after its "shocker" ending. The 
story, after all, concerns a 
young girl (Bujold) > who falls 
in love with a priest (Sutheriand), 
and all the implications that 
entails are hardly spared for 
the length of the f&m. 

The ever-vh^i Bujold seems 
to be on the screen for ninety 
percent of the film, leavhig Su- 
theriand only a few lines to prove 
and devdope his 'character 
("Look, ma, I'm human!"). She 
lives hi a dream world composed 
of behig an au pah girl for a 
rich Westmount widow (Monique' 
Leyrac), a singer hi a church 
choh", and in love with God. Her 
totd devotion to her rdigion 
seems to be the only stable

dement hi a life choked with 
tragedy. The crisis comes when 
the adorable son of the widow' 
dies due to a hockey hijury, and 
her loye for a crud God proves 
itself unrequited. 

Scemhi^y without any rationde, 
Sutherland defrocks hhnsdf and 
trundles down the road to capi- 
tdism by sellbig his story. Of 
course,, the devotion to reU^n b 
toa^i«^^,;|ecoiidle.for Biijold 
when Sutherland bff-handedly says, 
"Christ? Who remembers hhn 
anymore?". And the tragedy 
begins.

There is no overt strong per-

Pelletier: "Under Attack" 



In an exclusivè' interview with 
the McGiU DaUy, Mr. PeUetier 
expressed his views and ex- 
plained government policy on the 
"street people", reaction, the 
Company of Young Canadians, and 
radicalism. • 

Q:,In the past summer, youth 
hostels were set up by the govern- 
ment across Canada to serve the 
needs of transient youth. What 
political considerations' were in- 
volved in opening them in the 
first place? 

PeUetier: A government task 
force on the aspirations and needs 
of youth in Canada and the Cana- 
dian Welfare Council both report- 
ed that the problems of transient 
youth during the summer would 
be appalling. For this Tgisqnj|iny 
department put asid«|[i|p(LOOO 
to set up the::hostds?md|the 
Department of Defence cbrivOTed 
armories. There were no serious 
incidents, although there were a 
few problems in small towns 
where they don't like long hair. 
, Q: Why were the hostds closed 
at the end of the summer? Are ' 
there any plans for opening them 
again next year, or for putting 
them into year-round operation? 

PeUetier: We aren't consider-^ 
Ing reopening them yet. We're ^ 
stUl trying to analyze the results 
of the experiment. As far as I 
peisonaUy am concerned, the 
hostels were a success. This the 
federal government was able to 
put the project into operation be- 
cause it declared an emergency. 
However, in future we wUl have to 
consult with the provincial and 
local authorities involved, be- 
cause their jurisdiction is con- 
cerned. We do intend to take a 
more active role in encouraging 
travel within Canada. 

Q: What is your opinion on the 
attitude of civic officials such as 

Mayor Tom Campbell of Vancou- 
ver,,, wfaoTordered hippies to get 
out of his city? 
Pelletier: Their attitude is not 



justifiable. It b a reaction inspir- 
ed by fear and diffidence, whereas 
I myself have neiUier fear nor 
diffidence on this issue. I sym- 
pathize with mayors of small 
towns which are "invaded" by 
members of, shaU we say, another 
culture. However, in a large city 
like Vancouver, there is really 
no excuse for purposely delaying 
connecting the water pipes to the 
armory. 

Q: Is Uiere any chance that there 
wUl be a free transport system 
across Canada to pick up hitch- 
hickersj 

PeUetier: We haven't consider- 
ed this yet as far as I know, but 
the scheme doesn't sound bad. 

Q: What reconunendations do 
you have for the productive use of 
unemployed youth during the sum- 
mer? 

PeUetier: This question was 
among those posed to the task 
force. The report wiU be out in 
about a week, and the members 
requested that -their suggestions 
not be released untU they have had 
time to give them a flnal consid- 
eration. 

My personal opinion is that we 
need a year-round use of the uni- 
versity and that students should 
have only the same hoUdays as 
everyone else. . ' 

Why should we support stu- 
dents for four months on public 
funds when they have nothing to 
do? 



Q : What about the idea of a non- 
mUitary draft? 

PeUetier: It's stUl a valid idea, 
as it seemed to me when I orig- 
inally proposed it, and I've receiv- 
ed many positive comments. How- 
ever, the method of putting it into 
effect would have to be consider- 
red very carefuUy. Compulsion 
would be self-defeating, as it 
would be resisted by large sec- 
tions of the youth. 

Q: What developments have tak-

PeUetier^ There is now better 
control over the CYC than there 
was before.

Cultural development 
takes highest priority 



"Culturé is not a luxury any 
more than social security or eco- 
nomic development" declared Se- 
cretary of State Gerard PeUetier 
last Thursday in defence of Uie 
expenses incurred by hb depart- 
ment. 

He affirmed Uiat Just as some 
nations were struggling against 
social and economic underdeve- 
lopment, so must Canada avoid 
"Uie plague of inteUectual under- 
development." He gave Uie de- 
velopment of a Canadian culture 
priority over' economic indepen- 
dence from Uie United States, say- 
ing that it was more important 
to "own your own soul." 

In reply to questions about the 
state of Uie Canadian film in- 
dustry, PeUetier related Uiat Uie 
Canadian FUm Development Cor- 
poration was established with a 
$10 mUlion fund to finance fUm- 
making, and Uiat co-production 
agreements ' had been or were 
being contracted wiUi Italy, Fran- 
ce, and Britain. 

"It isj^KdlVhe said, "Uiat 
Uie talenTdrairTto Uie United Sta- 
tes can be controlled by provi- 
ding opportunities for develop- 



ment here." According to Mr! 
PeUetier, there are presenUy' 25- 
30 Canadian films in production. 

In defence of. the Canadian 
Broadcasting CorporaUon, he de- 
clared, "We don't have to be ash- 
amed of the average program- 
ming on the CBC compared' to 
the average programming on the 
American networks." 

"We are trying to persuade 
the Americans to make way on 
their distributive networks for 
Canadian fUms; oUierwise we 
wUl have to resort to coerchre' 
measures," he added. 

Mr. PeUetier affirmed that he 
could not and would not have hi- 
tervened had he been the minis- 
ter responsible at the time of 
Uie Seven Days Affair. "The free- 
dom of the CBC ° is more im- 
portant than any particular pro- 
blem." 

He agrees with economic na- 
tionalists Uiat no exceptions 
should have been made for Time 
Magazine and Readers' Digest, 
American-based publicaUons 
..v^ito iw ere grantt J Canadian sta- 
tius^and%'us esc.?ned duties. But 
he added that rights 
cannot be unUateriUly cancelled.

said^that since the proclamation 
of the Criminal Records Act two 
months ago the nation's courts 
were handing out summary rather 
than indictable convictions. - 

The chief difference between the 
two types of convictions are se- 
verity of sentence. Summary con- 
victions usually carry a maxi- 
mum penalty of six months in jail 
and a $500 fuie \diile hidictable 
offences usually mean anywhere 
from two years to life in a federal 
penitentiary. 

"We not want to send an entire 
generation to Jail and we're not 
doing so." he commented. 

Turner also poUited out that if • 
there is a summary conviction an 
hidividual can apply in two years 

time to have his record wiped out. 



He refused however to commit 
himself on the question of legal- 
izing marijuana or abortion on 
demand. 

"I have an open mind on the 
whole question, he said, "As min- 
ister of justice, I can't speculate 
with impunity about what the law 
au^t to be on any subject or what 
the law might be in the future."
